Enterprising 
men in Mt. Vernon 


drilled several wells in and about that 
city 15 years ago in the hope of secur- 
ing gas,but all were as "dry" as pow- 
der. 


The field lay inactive from that time 


until T900, when a well or two was 
drilled by wildcatters." 


The Crawfords. who are at the head 


of the Ohio Fuel Supply company, be- 
?an taking interest in the field and 
tlrilled in two or three fair wells that 
year. 


. Mr. B. H. Everett, the Newark glass 


manufacturer, also became interested, 
using his product at his plant. Today 
Mr. Everett has an interest in the big 
gas territory second to none. 


The Logan company and the Central 


Ohio company,, the latter being com- 
posed of Columbus capitalists, also 
took notice of the field. 


The fight for land waged hot for two 


years and all sorts of fancy figures 
were paid farmers for their lands for 
gas and oil purposes. 
In many in- 


stances leasing companies have paid 
as high as $10 per acre for whole 
farms. 


The field is now about twenty-five 


miles square and there is hardly an 
acre to be had at any figure. 


The Knox County Oil and Gas com- 


pany discovered some months ago 
that the older companies had overlook- 
ed about, five acres of the Hnnter farm, 
lour miles south of Mt. Vernon. 


It was their good fortune to open up 


the largest well that had been drilled 
in the field. The well was so much 
larger than any of the others that the 
drillers experienced much difficulty in 
packing it 
It was necessary to send
